we: heard the comment made that these 
figures" do not hecessarily . conclusively 
prove that the country is experiencing a 
wave of great prosperity, and that, in fact, 
“anything can: be proved by figures.” 
Glancing at papers,received by receut mils, 
wo observe that the enterprising Daily Mail, 
having worked the “standard bread” and 
“aviation” booms to death, has taken to 
emphasisiiig the flourishing state of British 
: ¢ndustries, printing daily columns of special 
- reports frou: all parts of the country telling. 
_ of the general prosperity resulting from 1 
great revival of trade in town and country,

Whethor there is any political purpose 


served by this publicity campaign at » time 
when fiscal problems are threatening the 
disraption of the Unionist Party, ia a ques- 
tion with which we need not concern 
ourselves. The Pall Mall Gazette aske: 
“ What does the ‘boom’ amount to at the 
best? Assuming that tho capitalist aud 
the. middleman are extractiag mére profit 
from their transactions, 10 what extent is 


_| the general ‘maas of population participat- 


ing, in the ‘good ‘times’? . Have wages 

advanced? -Are the’ salaries of the great 

army of clerks improving? Is the Post 

Office Saving Bank filling up ? Is emigration 
slowing down? Are the charitable appeals 

of the Christmas season leas urgeat ?” 

If we may judge from the Board of Trade 
returns as to employment and wages, it. is 
clear that in these two respects et least the 
general imass of the population has partici- 
pated in the “good times.” A RevTer’s 
message received a month ago said that the 
proportion of uncmployed is the lowest for 
years, “there being merely two por cent. of 
Trade Unionists idle, which is regarded as 
irreducible.” Tho same telegram stated 
thet. there was “even talk of importing 
labour to cope with the boom.” That wages 
| have to # certiin extent increased is proved 


for October, which show that, while, as the 
result of the “loom,” employment in certain 
trades has increasel by 2 por cent, wages 
have advanced 57 por cent. As to the 
Savings Banks, the Pall Mall's inquiry is 
partly answered in the Postmaster-General’s 


ing, the Savings Bank depositors added 
more iban three and a Lalf inillion pounds 
to their balances---the largest amount since 
4999 and added more than half a million 
to their numbers, Emigration has been 
shown by the President of tho Local Govern 
ent Buard to be decreasing as. well as 
Perhaps the most interesting 
communication on the subject is one 
furnished by Professor A. L. Bowney, 

Reader in ‘Statistics at the University of 

London, and one of the leading “authorities 

on economies. Professor Bowser attributes 
| the present industrial activity to the occur- 
ance of several forces which have beon 
pressing for the past ten years, ie., the 
continual rise .of prices which makes 
production profitable ond manufacturers 
hopeful; the rise in the .rate of interest 
which encourages industrial investment : 
the accumulation of suvings which bas made 
capital plentiful; the well-organised reserve

“There is some reason for thinking that 
the active period will be more prolonged 
than on former occasions—for the ‘hoom’ 
of 1907 was pnrtial and premature, that 
_of 1900 was spoilt hy the war, those of 1890 
and 1882 were during the cbb-tide of prices, 
and that of 18723 was feverish from the 
effects of ‘the Franco-Prussian War, If 


realise profits, if investors are not: ove: 
confident, ‘and if no petitical or. financi: 
shock oecurs, there is no apparent necessa 
vause to prevent industry continuing at 
level not far below the present indefinitel 
but the records show that ‘the conditions of 
prosperity have never been realised for any 
long period and a reaction is certain, though 
neither its date nor cause can be foreteld."” 


The continuance of trdo proagerity is 
dependent upon many “ifs,” and unhappily 
the world seems to ‘have become 
increasingly liable tu “ political and financial 
shocks,” that it is impossible te feeluny 
confidence tliat the active period of trade 
will be more prolonged than on former 
ovcasions, At hest, we can only hope that 
it will he so. ‘ :

SINGAPORE SENSATION. 


ALLEGED DEFALCATIONS AT THE, CHARTERED 
BANK. 


The Wéraits Times of the 6th inst. 
says 

_sénsation was created in Singapore 
during the week end when it became 


known that Tan Hood Guan, une of the |” 


best known Chinese in the Settlement, had 
absconded and that s warrant had been 
issued charging him with embezzling con- 
siderable sums of money from his em- 
ployers, the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, and with forgery. 
Wild rumours becatne current as to. the 
extent of h’s alleged malpractices and the 
amounts popularly hazarded were any- 
thing up to $260,000, 7 

The defalcations were discovered on 
Saturday, and were lighted upon, we un- 
derstand, quite by chance, An officer of 
the bank had occas'‘on to look through 
some books in the ordinary course. of 
business when he came to some items that 
appeared to require elucidation. Tan 
. Hood Guan, who was one of the senior 
clerks, engaged in the European bills de- 
partment, was called in. to throw light on 
the point, There was no suspicion up till 
that moment that he was anything but a 
faithful servant ofthe corporation. He 
said he would have tu refer tu other books 
in order to arrive at an explanation of 
the point under investigation, and went 
off apparently for that purpose. He did 
not return and when enquiries were made 
for him it was found that he had gone 
out. .Even then the management. had no 
reason to suspect anything wrong, but the 
realisnt’on soon came, further exam- 
inat‘on of the books revealed certain 
discrepancies which could only be account. | 
for by dishonesty, and these wero 
found to recur at. interyals for several 
years back. The investigation was pro- 
sécuted back to 1908 and the total of the 
defaleations made bad ets is stated to 
be between $25,000 and $30,000. . 

THE MODUS OPERANDI. 

That aggregate, as is indicated, was 
made up of many comparatively small 
sums, none sufficiently large to have made 
its concealment difficult at the time of 
its embezzlement.. “It would appear that 
_Hood Guan’ had obtained the money by 
Torging the timeso1 pean ofieers on 
cash vouchers, which he presented for 
payment at the cash department. Ho was; 
always careful not. to make his demands ; 
‘too large and the individual sums which 
he drew. in ‘this fashion were usually in 
the neighbourhood of a thousand dollars. 

The warrant was only taken out after 
the missing clerk had made good -his 
It charges him, as stated, with, 


51 of the Penal Code which gives authori- 
ty to seize the missing man’s property 
against the sum involved in the charges. ' 
This property should be of quite con- 
siderable dimensions, for Tan Hood Guan i 
was without doubt in affluent cireum-' 
stances.
